| Most of these men find themselves in their 
present offices because they are suc- 
cessful farmers or traders or good party 
politicians. As a body, they will have 
small familiarity, not merely with con- 
stitutional and administrative problems, 
but with all those problems of commerce 
and industry which must play so large a 
part in any satisfactory settlement of 
Irish affairs. It seems to us that the 
special representation of these interests at 
the Convention ‘is . utterly inadequate. 
Agricultural labour, so far as we can 
wholly unrepresented. The 
co-operative movement is wholly  un- 
represented. The ceuniry will look 
in vain for any lay representative of 
its educational interests, although, in 
the distussion of any schemes of self- 
government, the question of secular con- 
trol of national education will refuse to be 
ignored. ‘The medical interest, which also 
must be affected by any radical changes 
in Irish administration, also is without a 
delegate. The Government has promised 
that all these interests shall have voices at 
the Convention; but, if it is to keep its 
promise, its fifteen nominated members 
must prove to be as elastic as Falstaff’s 
posse of men in buckram. [It is to be 
feared that, after all, the Convention will 
be, in the main, an assembly of politi- 
clans. Our chief hope for its suceess was 
based on the promise of the new brains 
and the fresh points of view that it was 
to have brought to the consideration of 
our ancient problems. 

Clearly the Convention rust strive after 
fresh points of view and fresh methods of 
attack if it is to achieve anything except 
an early disagreement. Its constitution 
indicates at once the justice of Unionist 
Ulster’s objection to be bound absolutely 
by the verdict of a majority, Apart from 
Fein five, who may be con- 
Spicuous by their absence, the Nationalists 
will have at least sixty delegates at the 
Convention, so that, under the old system 
of.voting by heads, they would be assured 
always of a substantial majority.

The Crisis in Spain. 

A new crisis in Spain has resulted in the 
resignation of the short-lived Ministry of 
Sefor Garcia Prieto, which succeeded the 
Liberal Ministry of Count Romanones and 
has now been succeeded in turn by a Con- 
servative Sefior Dato. 
Whether this will be more fortunate than 
its predecessor remains Lo be seen. All the 
cases which operated to bring about the 
fall of Count Romanones still exist. and 
the late Ministry has left them as a legacy

Immediate and stern measures 
should be taken to ensure the safety of the 
public from a visitation of small-pox after 
the war. The repatriation of millions of 
soldiers when. peace is declared, the 
thousands of exiled foreigners seeking 
new homes on British soil, will, in the 
natural course of events, bring diseuse of 
one kind or another into these islands. 
There is no room in Ireland for the con- 
scientious objector. We again urge the 
Local Government Board to exercise its 
powers with promptitude and energy, com- 
pelling all local. bodies to enforce the law 
in every case of default.

UARY. 
THE SOLICITOR-GENERAL FOR 
IRELAND. 


We announce, with much regret, the death, 
which occurred last evening in a nursing home 
in Dublin, of Mr. James Chambers, K.C., 
Solictor-General for Ireland. He had been laid 
aside for several weeks from his official duties 
suffering from an anthrax in the neck, from 
which wvilood pomwoning developed with fatal 
result. 

The Solicitor-General was born in Keady, 
County Armagh, in 1863. His early education 
was conducted in the Royal Academical Institu- 
tion, Belfast, trom which he passed to the 
Queen's College, where he completed his studies 
with distinction. He was called to the Irish 
Bar in 1886, became a King’s Counsel in 1902, 
and a Bencher of the King's Inns three years 
later. In 1910 he was elected to represent 
South Belfast in Parliament, and he held the 
seat trom that date down to the present time. 
Earlier in life he took a keen interest in out- 
door sports, more particularly Rugby football, 
in which he won imternational distinction. 
On being called to the Bar he joined the North- 
East Circuit, and as a junior he soon acquired 
a lucrative practice. His advocacy was in great 
request, especially in commercial cases and in 
the defence of prisoners. For the past twenty 
years he was retained in every criminal case of 
importance on his circuit. His power as an 
advocate in jury cases was generally recognised, 
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| and his fine personal appearance and pleasant

Registrar-General that of » 95,583 children

3,453 were returned as “ unaccounted for owin 
io removal from district or otherwise,” a 
18,708 were reported as dofaulters who had not 
been granted an extension of time under Form 
B., First Schedule. When expressed in n- 
tages, it appears that 67.8 per cent. of the total 
were reportéd as successfully vaccinated; that 
2.9 ceut. were tponed on aceount of the 
children being unfit for vaccination; that 0.2 
per cent, were insusceptible of vaccination;

By a natural transition the Prime 
Minister then proceeded to pay a tribute 
to the late Major Redmond, by whose 
death the House had lost one of its best- 
loved members and he himself a loyal and 
steadfast friend. No man was more con 
vinced of the justice of the Allied cause. 
He saw in this war Ireland s opportunity 
of winning freedom for herself, and it was 
for Ireland that he had laid down his 
gallant life. Mr. Asquith added a few 
words reminiseent of the days when, as 
young members, he and Major Redmond 
had pleaded together the cause of Irish 
self-government on English and Scottish 
platforms. These moving tributes were 
suitably acknowledged on behalf of the 
Nationalist Party by Mr. Devlin, It would 
have been better, I think, if he had 
stopped there, and refrained from making 
an appeal to the Government to release 
the Irish prisoners. By so doing he intro- 
duced a slightly jarring note, and he 
could hardly have expected a favourable 
answer to his appeal in view of what the 
Home Secretary had just told the House 
regarding the behaviour of the men at 
Lewes. 

Fortunately, however, the House was 
able to forget this unharmonious inter- 
Jude while listening to the generous words 
in which Sir Edward Carson paid his 
tribute of affection to a life-long opponent, 
who was also a much-lamented friend.

Sir Owen Phillips, 
who represents Cheshire public opinion, in 
his endeavour to secure to Chester its 
separate representation, thinks the out- 
look for that idea is much more hopeful 
than it was. It will, he says, be for the 
city to make out a good case before the 
Deputy-Commissioner, who will inquire re- 
garding its position under the redistribu- 
ton scheme to-morrow. The population of 
Chester at the last census was 39,828. It 
may be noted here that, when the Redis- 
tribution Bill of 1885 was before Parlia- 
ment, the details of the redistribution 
scheme were discussed by the House of 
Commons, the conduct of it being in 
charge of the late Sir Charles Dilke, who 
was then President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board. 

General Pershing, with his Chief of- 
Staff and several other American officers, 
paid a visit to the House of Commons to- 
day, being introduced by Mr, Shirley 
Benn. The party were provided with seats 
in the Strangers’ Gallery, and General 
Pershing subsequently remarked that the 
tone of the House reminded him very much 
of the American House of Representatives. 

The British Government hae issued a 
statement in reply to the Russian Note 
regarding the war aims of the Allies, It 
is a simple, plain document, and even the 
most illiterate peasant should be able to 
understand it. Another interesting point 
about it is the offer to revise any agree- 
ments with the Allies if they do not con- 
form to Russian ideals. The document 
should do good service in Russia, parti- 
cularly in the circles now in power, 

The oecupation of Janina by the Italians 
should have a marked effect on the minds 
of the Greek people, for this city was won 
from the Turks in the Balkan War, and 
might, therefore, be reyarded as a symbol 
of Greek achievement. Now it has. gone 
to the Allies owing to the false dealing of 
a pro-German King whose efforts on be- 
half of Germany have led to nothing but 
successive humiliations for his people. Its 
occupation, however, is a sign of hope for 
the Allies, since it must mean that it has 
at last been decided that real pressure is 
to be applied to King Constantine and his 
unrepresentative ‘Government. In this 
connection the House heard with great 
satisfaction from Lord Robert Cecil this 
afternoon that steps were being taken to 
secure control of the Thessalian harvest. 
The fuller statement on the subject which 
he. promised to make shortly is awaited 
with interest. 

Switzerland is said to be filled with 
Germans, who have gone there to escape 
the hardships of life in Germany durin 
the war. It is somewhat curious that al 
of them declare that fighting will be over 
by June 30th. This expectation is not 
based upon the promise of victory, but 
on the influence and action likely to be 
taken by the German shipping and trade

It. would be utterly useless 
and misleading to attach any importance 
to these prognostications, but it may well 
be that there are influences at work t 
to save Germany from the utter ruin her 
rulers threaten to bring upon her.

PERMITS FOR PETROL. 

The Petrol Committee have given further cone 
sideration to the question of the issue of special 
permits for motor cars to be let for hire for 
certain specified purposes, in accordance with 
Section (c) of Regulation 8GG of the Defence oí 
the Realm Regulations, and they have agree: 
after consultation with the Motor Hire Section 
of the Motor Trade Association, to issue such 
permits, subject to the following conditions :-— 

(1) That the hired motor car is used only for 
business purposes or public duties, or for the 
conveyance of passengers to and from a ri ilway 
station or port. 

(2) That applications for permits for Ireland 
shall be made upon a prescribed form, to be 
obtained from the Motor Trade Assvciation 
(Irish Division), 12 College Green, Dublin. 

(3) That such application forms shall be ec rii- 
fied by a responsible official appointed by the 
Association, and forwarded to the Petro! Control 
Committee for the issue of a permit and a 
motor spirit licence. 

(4) That permita will be issued only for motor 
cars actually im use, and the number will not 
exceed the number of hackney carriage licences 
held prior to the Ist August, 1916. 

(5) That the aHowance of motor spirit shail 
be according to the following scale -— 

50 gallons per car per month (where the 

~ owner has one car only). 

25 gallons per car per month 
owner has two cars only). 

20 gallons per car per month (where tbe 
owner ha: three cars or more). 

(6 That, should it come to the knowledge of 
the. Petrol Control Committee that a motor ear 
is let for hire for any purpose other than those 
specified on the —— granted in respect of 
that motor car, both the permit and the cor 
responding motor spirit licence will be at once 
withdrawn.

GRAVE SEQUEL TO DUBLIN 
DISTURBANCE.

POLICE COURT 
REFERENCES. 

As announced in our later editions of yesterday 
Inspector Mills, of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police Force, died shortly after 4 o'clock yes 
terday morning at Jervis street Hospital. The 
irepecior was, with some constables, taking 
Count Plunkett and a man named Burgess to 
the police station for having attempted to ad- 
drese a proclaimed meeting in Beresfoed place 
on Sunday evening. The object of the meeting, 
which had been arranged beforehand, was to 
protest against the detention and treatment of 
rebellion prisoners in Lewes Jail. The military 
authorities issued a proclamation prohibiting 
the meeting, but in defiance of the proclama- 
tion an effort was made to hold it, and, as Count 
Plunkett and Burgess attempted to address 
about 2,000 persons assembled at the appointed 
time and place, they were arrested. It was 
while they were on the way to Store street 
Police Station that Inspector Mills received the 
fatal blow. In the hospital he was operated 
upon, but it is understood he never recovered 
CONSCIONSNC SS. 

No arrests had been made up to last night in 
ecnnection with the death of Inspector Mills. 


INSPECTOR MILLS’S CAREER. 

Inspector Mills was a native of Dysart, Slane- 
more, Co. Westmeath, and was in his 5lst vear. 
He joined the police force im 1886. He served 
as a constable first, in the “B”’ Division, and 
afterwards in the A. C., and D Divisions, In 
1901 he was promoted to the rank of sergeant. 
On March 6th, 1908, he was made station 
sergeant, and, on the Ist February last year, 
he was appointed to the Inspectorship of the 
“BB” Division. His promotion was the reward 
of zealous and efficient performance of his duty, 
and gave general satisfaction to the men and 
Officers of the force, who recognised in him an 
wnecifish and devoted comrade, and on, who, 
even in the trying experience which so often 
befall the men of the force, could acquit himself 
with dignity and self-restraint.

They did not 
enter upon this war aa a war of conquest, and 
they are not continuing it for any such object.

To those objects has now been added that of 
populations oppressed by = alien 
tyranny. They heartily rejoice, therefore, that 
free Huasa has announced her intention of 
liberating Poland, not only the Poland ruled 
by the old Russian autocracy, but equally that 
within the domination of the Germanic Empires. 
In this enterprive the British democracy wish 
husaia God-apeed. 

Beyond everything we must seek for such a 
eetilement as will secure the happiness and 
contentment of the peoples, and take Away all 
legitimate causes of future war. The British 
Government heartily join the Russian Allies in 
their acceptance and approval of the principles 
laid down by President Wilson in his historic 
to the American Congress. These are 
aims for which the British peoples are 
fohting These are the principles by which 
their war policy is and will be gained. 

The British Government believe that, broadty 
speaking, the agreements which they have from

the Ulster party. 

We propose to invite him and Sir John 
Lonsdale to give us each the names of five 
members.

SINN FEIN. 


There remains the question of the representa- 
tion of Sinn Fem. Certain spokesmen of Axsso- 
ciations which profess separatist doctrines have 
warned us that they will not enter the Con 
vention. 

We hope that some recognised spokesman 
of opinions not voiced by the Irish parties 
present in this House will be heard in the 
Convention, and for this purpose we shall 


reserve five seats. 


FIFTEEN NOMINATED MEMBERS. 

A Convention of selected gentlemen who are 
put forward to speak for parties and interests 
would not necessarily comprise all interests, or 
secure the presence of all the Irishmen whom 
their countrymen generally would desire should 
be heard. 

The Government will nominate, therefore, 
from among leading Irishmen of all sections, 
fifteen members of the Convention, and will 
endeavour to exercise this power of nomina. 
tion so as to promote the abject which all 
sober and loyal Irishmen have in view. 

The total number of the Convention will 
be 101. 

We shall proceed to make our nominations 
after receiving the names of the representatives 
chosen by the various interesta. Vith regard 
io the. Chairman, we should have infinitely pre- 
ferred if Irishmen had chosen their own Chair- 
man. But if they still prefer that we should 
adhere uo the original idea [ set out when 1 
first, announced tne Convention on behalf of 
the Government, we are prepared to nominate 
a Chairman, and submit hi name to the King 


for approval, 
THE LATE MAJOR REDMOND. 


Before ! sit down, | think it would be appro- 
priate, especially having regard to the state 
ment which | made in reference to the Irish 
Convention, if 1 were to give expression in the 
best way I can to the deep sense of loss which 
ervades this House at the loss of one of its 
known, one of tia oldest, and certainly one 
of its best loved members.

He had already 
been three years a member of this House 
when I first took my seat here thirty-one years 
ago, and for more than the lifetime of a 
generation his services in Parliament had been 
unbroken. I have many delightful recollections 
of the days when, as young members of Parlia- 
ment, he and I used to find ourselves side 
by side on English and Scottish ‘platforms, 
pleading for Irish self-government. Few men 
that | have known, who have lived well on to 
the middle life, remain from firat te last so 
entirely unchanged in temperament, in char- 
acter, in ideals. Ele never swerved by a hair's 
breadth from the mission to which he had de- 
voted himeelf in his earliest youth. He was a 
convinced and ardent Nataionalist. but he had 
A certain largeness of imagination and a eym- 
pathy which enabled him always to understand 
the scruples and difficulties of honest opponente, 
whether in Ireland or in Great Britain. In hie 
passionate love of liberty—for such it was, not 
limited in ite range to his own country or his 
own race—when he perceived, as he did at 
the very beginning of the war, with quick and 
penetrating insight, that the principles in which 
he believed were being translated into universal 
terms, and put in issue on a world-wide theatre, 
he put himself heart and eoul, with all the 
energy and the contagious enithusiagm of his 
nature, into the atruggle. (Cheers. ) The 
Allies have had in their ranke no braver or 
more devoted combatant, (Hear, hear.) We. 
who have been so long his ‘Colleagues in this 
House, will have a apecial title, now he has 
died a hero's death, to share in the pride 
and gratitude of the country and the Empire. 

The incorporation ef all Ireland in that 
Empire, not formaily, but by ties of genuine 
confidence, real affection, lasting loyalty, is 
the best and most enduring tribute and 
monument that we can raise to his memory, 
(Hear, hear.) 


MR. DEVLIN, 


Mr. JOSEPH DEVLIN’ eaid—I desire, on 
behalf of my colleagues, to express tho pro- 
found gratitude we feel to the Prime Minister 
and Mr, Asquith for the touching and eloquent 
references ty have made to the death of 
Major William Redmond. If the eplendid and 
noble death of our brave and yallant comrade 
has called forth euch eulogies from the Knglish 
benches on both sides of the House. members 
will understand how deep and heartfelt must 
be the grief of his bereaved colleagues who 
eat with him on these Irish benches. li would 
be impossible for me, as one of hie closest per- 
sonal friends, to do justice ali this moment te 
his memory, but [ do feel that one of ithe 
bravest and noblest Irish hearta has ceased to 
beat. He waa loved by his colleagues for bis 
boundless personal loyalty. He was loved for 
his good faith, for his noble chivalry, for the 
intensity of hie purpose, for hia aublime 
courage, and, above all, for his high sense of 
duty. For over twenty years, in this House 
and in Ireland, he laboured with unceasing seal. 
He fought with sublime courage for what he 
conceived to be the liberty of his nation and 
of his people. He fought for that liberty in 
Parliament. He suffered for liberty in prison. 
He always etraggled for those high ideals 
which had been the animating and inspiring 
purpose of hia life. Finally, he went out to 
fight for the freedom of the world.

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KILLED BY SHELL EXPLOSION. 


The commanding. officer of the Irish Division 
has arrived in London, and has had an inter- 
view with Mrs. William Redmond and Mr. John 
Redmond. 1. appears from his statement that 
Major Redmond had a position in connection 
with the Staff of the Irish Division, which, m 
the ordinary course, would have kept him at 
headquarters, behind the fighting line, during 
the advance. He, however, urgently insisted 
that he should be allowed to go into action with 
his regiment, and finally the General reluctantly 
consented. Major Redmond was ating his 
men in the attack on Wytschaete Wood when a 
shell exploded in his immediate vicinity, and 
seriously wounded him. He was picked u 
shortly afterwards by an Ulster Division ambul- 
ance, and was taken to the Ulster Division field 


hospital. 

Mr. John Redmond has received a letter 
from the doctor in charge of this fieid hospital, 
in which he says that Major Redmond never 


recovered consciousness. 
STORIES FROM MESSINES. 
ORANGE AND GREEN FLAGS AT THE 
FRONT. 
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Mr. Phitip Gibbs, Special Correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph at British Headquarters, 
France, in a further description of the fighting 
at Wytschacte, says :—The German ground here- 
abouts was taken by those troops of ours whose 
fighting across the Damstrasse and in Ravine 
Wood I have already described. Through them 
went another body of troops, whose fortunes I 
have described in other battles, including some 
Irish lads, who have a Padre for their hero; 
and English county troops, who knew the look 
of Vimy Ridge before the Canadians reached 
the crest of it. They had to make the final 
assault, to the furthest line of attack, passing 
through masses of men who had taken the fir: 
lines. All this was rehearsed in the fields be 
hind the battleground so thoroughly that the 
men could have gone forward blindfold. It all 
went like clockwork, and though the enemy 
fought hard on that last line, beyond the 
Dam&strasse, by Rose Wood and Bug Wood, on 
lot holding ont with machine guns, our men 
captured it with few casualties. They took 
three hundred prisoners that day, with six field 
guns, and their spirit is high after the victory. 
Next morning the Irish Padre was seen sitting 
outside a shell hole, with a clean white collar 
and white socks, with his boots off. “Well 
done, boys,” he said, and they were glad to see 
him there. All our men were wonderful—in- 
spired by a belief in the guns, so that they 
walked close behind a frightful barrage, Each 
body of troops vied with the other regiments in 
a friendly rivalry. There was a race between 
the South and North Irish as to whether a 
green flag or an orange should be planted first 
above the ruins of Wytachaete. 1 do not know 
which won, but both flags flew there when the 
crest had. been gained. 

VISIT TO THE BATTLEFIELD. 

Telegraphing last night from the front, Mr. 
Beach Thomas, correspondent of the Daddy Mad, 
says-—All day to-day, though the battle is over, 
our heavy guns have been bullying the German 
battefes, so that you would have thought a 
great battle was in progress. At the same time, 
the blind Germans, robbed of observers and 
points of observation, have groped at imagined 
targets here, there, and everywhere. It was 
one of the excitements of wanderers over the 
battlefield that no one knew where the next 
random shot would fall; but the battle was 
completely over. No great battle of the war 
has been so short, sharp, and compact. Per- 
haps the most interesting of all now left on the 
battlefield are the old German observation posts, 
especially in the neighbourhood of Ypres. It 
makes our yunners, who have looked back from 
there on their old positions, shiver at the 
dangers they have survived. They see how com- 
plete was their old nakedness and exposure to 
the enemy. How we have held Ypres all these 
years Is a miracle. Yet no more will the troops 
in the sahent be raked by guns firing from the 
rear flank in Wytschaete, nor will they be over- 
looked from Hill 60, and the salvation of the 
Ypres area from the worst threat is a victory 
famous for all time. :

IRISHMAN AND HUN HELMET. 


bhe Messines battlefield, Mr. Percival 
Phillips, correspondent of the London Daily 
Express, sends the following Irish story —I 
heard of an anxious little Bavarian—one of the 
3rd Division's badly punished men—who offered 
his shrapnel helmet to an Irishman. The latter 
touk i. dowbifully, bus the Bavarian, grimming, 
urged him to keep it, and began to wind a dirty 
handkerchief turban-wise round his shaven 
head, as a protection against the blazing sun. 
The Irishman carried the helmet a few yards, 
weighing it thoughtfully in his hand, and then 
thrust it back on his prisoner, saying: '' Here, 
you take the damned thing—it's too heavy for 
me.” The Bavarian understood perfectly. He 
took the helmet, and tossed it into a ditch. li 
was too heavy for him, as well. Many of them 
did the same with their uncomfortable head- 
gear, preferring to wear a handkerchief or a 
strip of cloth, rather than such an oppressive 
weight of metal. 

CONVENTION CHAIRMAN AND 

DELEGATES. 

Criticiam of the composition of the Conven- 
tion by men who know Ireland is largely 
centred on the unrepresentative character which 
necessarily attaches to the local government 
delegates, says the Morning /’ost. in Ireland, 
as i Great Britain, there has been no local 
elections since the war broke out, and in the 
interval there hae been, as Parliamentary con- 
tests have shown, a great change in Irish public 
opinion. lhe seneme gives seats to the chair. 
men of the thirty-two County Councils, to ix 
heads of small boroughs, and to eight repre- 
sentatives of Urban istrict Councile—the two 
last-named classes to be chosen at meetings of 
all the noldera of these respective olices, 
As to these various types of chair 
men, «a large proportion of those im 
the South and West are practically 
nominees of the Nationalist Party, which would 
not now dominate the local bodies so completely 
had there been the usual elections during the 
past three years. The Gevernment is still un- 
able to decide on a Chairman, and Mr. Lloyd 
George's notion, that the Convention might 
select its own President, is felt to be unprac 
ticable. It would introduce acute friction at 
the outset. The suggestion is made by an Irish 
member of experience and authority that the 
way out of the diffieulty would be to appoint two 
Chairmen-—one from the North, another from 
the South.

SIR EDWARD CARSON. 


Sir EDWARD CARSON said that he hoped 
the House would allow him to add his tribute 
to the memory of his much-lamented, life-long 
opponent, Major Redmond. He had known him 
for more years than he could calculate. He 
had disagreed with him on every subject in 
polities, but he was glad to think that he had 
néver had, in the course of those long years, 
one bitter word with him, either in public or 
in private. He had always respected him and 
knew of his sincerity and the earnestness with 
which he prosecuted a cause in which he be- 
lieved. He (Sir Edward) had just come back 
from Belfast, where he had to preside at 4 
conference of 500 delegates from Ulster. He 
advised them strongly to enter the Convention, 
and he was glad to-day they took his advice. 
Ohne could not disconnect an incident such as 
the calling of this Convention after years of 
bitter domestic strife with the events which 
had taken place, and of which the death of 
Major Redmond was one. The Prime Minister 
had stated that Major Redmond fell fighting 
side by side with Ulstermen, and that he was 
taken away and cared for in an Ulster am- 
bulance by Ulstermen. He could not help re- 
calling the fact that the first member of that 
House who made the supreme sacrifice was an 
Ulsterman. It was not necessary to dwell upon 
these facts. They were eloquent. 

After all, if in the trenches they could 
fight side by side for the common cause of 
liberty, certainly, so far as he was con: 
cerned, and as he said in Belfast on Friday, 
he hoped in his own time to see some solu- 
tion of the long-continued Irish question 
which would meet the ideals of liberty of 
all parties in Ireland. (Hear, hear.) 

In the grave crisis which confronted them, 
and in the loss of members of that House, there 
was, he thought, a great deal of food for re-

Mr. WARDLE, speaking on behalf of the 
Labour Party, associated himself with the 
tribute paid to the qualities of the late Major 
Redmond. Those who had heard his last ap- 
peal to the House would hape that the appeal 
might result in a complete settlement of a 
dificulty which had baffled us for generations, 
but which, if settled, would make the British 
Empire the most complete exponent of liberty 
the world had even seen.

PASSPORTS TO RUSSIA, 


Mr. GEORGE TERRELL, at 8.15, moved the 
adjournment of the House, in order to call at- 
tention to the granting of passports to Mr. 
Mamsay Macdonald, M.P., and Mr. Jowett, M.P., 
to enable them to visii Russia. These two mem- 
bers, he said, who before the war advocated the 
reduction of armaments, had since harassed the 
Government in the vigorous prosecution of the 
war. They had done their level best to dis- 
courage recruiting throughout the country. 
There was a strong. feeling that their object 
in desiring to visit Russia was to create more 
trouble and mischief. (Hear, hear.) If it 
was true that the Russian Government had 
asked that representatives of the Independent 
Labour Party should be allowed to visit. Russia, 
His Majesty'’suovernment should have replied that 
the Independent Labour Party was insignificant, 
and should have refused passports to these 
members, as they would have refused facilities 
to inmates of Holloway Jail, or Bedlam. The 
Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union, by the action 
they had taken to prevnt the members from 
leaving the country, had made the Government 
look very samail. 

Mr. RONALD McNEILL, in seconding the 
motion, said he thought that these two members 
should have been kept at home, in the interests 
of the Russian democracy, who would inevitably 
misunderstand their position, and would believe 
that they spoke with the authority of the 
British Government. ‘Phe aim and object of 
these members would be to spread doctrines 
muga “á the Russian people which would 
not for the furtherance of ihe Allied 
cause and for the pressing on of the war until 
victory was attained. 

Mr. LEES SMITH said he considered that 
harm would have been done in Russia if the 
Government had refused these passports. He 
did not that the hon. mem would 
cause mischief to the Allied cause in Russia. 
He believed that the hon. member for Leicester 
would tell the Russians that if they wished to 
take the lead in a movement for securing peace 
in Europe their influence amongst the i 
of the Allies would be in proportion to the 
amount of force they were able to exert in the

MH. GINNELL. 


Mr. GINNELL said that a number of men 
who had risked their lives for Ireland were 
shot a little more than a year ago, after hav- 
ing laid down their arms and having been made 
prisoners of war. Others, who escaped execu- 
tion, were to-day in chains, while that House 
professed to desire the fruition of the Cause 
for which they were in chains. It was thought 
that the death of a member of that House 
would facilitate the day when such relations be- 
tween the two countries would have ceased to 
exist. He said that it would not. The Prime 
Minister had summoned what he called an Irish 
Convention, an assembly of 100 persons, most 
of whom could not get themselves elected by 
any body of people in Ireland to-day. 

Mr. RONALD MeNEILL—On a point of 
order, what is the question before the House ? 
The SPEAKER—There is no question. I 
understand the hon. member was rising to pay 
a tribute to memory of Major Redmond. 

Mr. GINNELL—I rose for precisely the same 
purpose as the Prime Minister. The Prime 
Minister, and the members who followed him, 
discussed the Convention. 

The SPEAKER—The hon. member would be 
out. of order in doing that 

Mr. GINNELL asked the Speaker to explain 
how it was that other hon. members had been 
allowed to deal with the Convention. 

The SPEAKER said that there was only a 
assing reference to it by one or two speakers 
here was no question before the House. 

The matter then ended. 
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There was in the speeches of the mover and 
seconder a little absence of realisation of the 
actual situation. He gave extracts from the 
speeches of the hon. members for Leicester and 
West Bradford fo show that those members did 
not represent the opinion of the majority of the 
country; but they hardly touched at all upon 
what was the real position—the position in 
Russia, the effect which the action of Russia 
would have on our success or failure in the war 
He asked hon. members to put themselves in 
the atmosphere of Russia. The hon. member 
for North Hants said that he (Mr. Bonar Law) 
had not shown sufficient sympathy with the new 
Russian Government. No one brought up in 
the atmosphere of this country, who had read 
from childhood accounts of the horrors of 
Siberia, could ever have any other feeling than 
that of relief that a system of that kind had 
come to an end. (Cheers.) 


THE IMPORTANCE OF RUSSIA. 
We were in the middle of a war on which the 
future of civilisation and of the world depended 
and in his belief, on not hing did the final issue 
of the war depend so much as on the part 
played by Russia now, in the new circum- 
stances... It must be remembered that the 
enemy were spreading lies about us in Russia 
They were saying that the war was being con- 
tinued only for the benefit of England, and that 
it was in her interest alone that the Russians 
were being made to fight. He was asked—Wh 
not teil the Russians that these two ai 
represented nobody, and, therefore, they could 
not be allowed to go? Did hon. members think 
that that would be believed in Russia ? Would 
it not make Russians think that we were afraid 
to let them go. If what Mr. Lees Smith said 
was true, it showed that the one danger that 
was to be feared from Russia to-day was not 
the part that might be played by her ín trying 
to get a genera peace, but the danger was 
that Russia might be induced to go for 8 
separate peace. If they could rely on Mr 
Ramsay Macdonald to point out to Russia that 
her own freedom in the future depended on the 
strength with which «he fought the batile of 
freedom now, then he would not do harm to the 
Allied cause in going to Petrograd. But it was 
not on that ground that the Government con. 
sented to allow him to go. It was not as re 
presentatives of any shade of British opinion 
that these passports were allowed. A revolution 
such as had taken place in Russia was a very 
dificult thing to guide, and the results of it 
no one could foresee. But there was a possi- 
bility of the new Russia playing in thie war a 
part as effective as, or more so than, was ever 
played by Russia under the Tsay. Under 
proper guidance she might he a great help. 
There was a Government in Russia which was 
trying to bear 4 against conflicting waves of 
revolutionary feeling. From our point of view 
what stood out was, that that Government 
realised that the freedom for which it existed 
had got to be fought for, and that the Govern- 
ment did intend to use Russia in the fight on 
behalf of the cause of the Allies. In the cir- 
cumstances, was it not clearly our duty to try 
if we could to make the path easier for a 
Government which had that aim, and which 
we hoped would help us. Here was this Go- 
vernment in Russia, which deliberately sent an 
invitation to the minority Bocialists to go to 
Petrograd. 
ASCERTAINING VIEWS. 


The Government at home naturally asked the 
views of the men on the spot, in whom they had 
confidence, to help them to decide what steps 
should be taken. Our Ambassador at Peiro- 
grad (who had been accused very unjustly of 
being too much on the side of the old régime), 
one of the ablest of our diplomats, when this 
question was first raised, was against it. But 
when he heard the reasons of the Russian 
Government, he took strongly the opposite view, 
and urged that we should commit a great harm 
if we refused the beam. Finally we had in 
Petrograd &4 member of the present Cabinet, 
who was not very favourable to the party re- 
presented by these Minority Socialiste, and who 
was at first against granting the passports, but 
when he got io Russia he sent the strongest 
possible advice, that in the interests of the 
war we should allow these men to go. That 
was the Government's case, and he “ré Row 
and this was importeant—that no Government 
charged with the duty of carrying on the war 
shonld do anything to rouse the hostility of 
those who were bent upoh the same purpose. 
Mr. Bonar Law then read telegrams 
in support of what hé had stated. 
Concluding, he said—-The Government, havin} 
wei the considerations on both sides, came 
to the conclusion, that in the interests of the 
prosecution of the war it would not be wise to 
refuse to grant the permission which was asked 
for by our Ally, the Russian Government... To 
have taken any other course would have been to 
ibility. (Cheers.)

MAJOR REDMOND AND THE 
TEMPERANCE CAUSE, 
TRIBUTE BY THE O'MAHONY. 

Speaking at a meeting, of the Strength of 
Britain and Ireland Movement, to advocate 
prohibition during the war and demobilisation, 

Lhe O'Mahony, D.L., who presided, said it 
was in no sense a political meeting, neither was 
it a temperance meeting in the ordinary sense 
of the word, But he knew many of those pre- 
sent were effnesi advocates of temperance, and 
he should tike to say a few words regarding the 
heavy blow that had fallen on all advocates of 
temperance in Ireland, and that was the loss 
of his life-long friend, William Redmond.

He could not recall in all those thirty years 
one single unpleasant incident to mar their 
friendship, though he could recall many pleasant 
ones, never to be forgotten. Truly it might be 
said that William Redmond lived his life unsel- 
fishly and for Ireland—aye, and for Ireland he 
laid down his life on the battlefield. (Loud ap- 
plause.) He had shown them, as few men of 
his age could have shown them, how absolutely 
in earnest he was in his belief that this was Ire- 
land’s war. (Applause.) He did his utmost to 
win the war by his action and, above all, by 
his example. (Applause.)

A public meeting was held in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, last night, under the auspices of 
the Strength of Britain and Ireland Movement, 
to call for total prohibition of the liquor trade 
during the war and demo! iisation. he 
O'Mahony, D.L., presided, and there was a 
large atiendance.

Admiral Bir George Ring-Hall, K.C.B.. 
posed the following resolution 

This public meeting, held in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, ander the auspices of the Strength of 
Britain and Ireland Movement, respectfally submits 
to His Majesty's Government the urgent necessity 
of bringing in a measure at an early date pro 
hibiting the manufacture and sale of alcoholic lguor 
during the war and demobilisation for the following 
reasons :—-(1) To aupport the National’ Government 
in exerting the full strength of Britain against her 
eneitpiea, which, from evidence on both sideu. eannot 
alcoholic liquors are obtainable: 
(2) because of the consumption of @rain, sugar, and 
coul in the manufacture ft aleoholic liquors, while 
the country is confronted with a growiug siortage 
of food and fuel; (5) because of " employment of 
ships, raiiways, @e., for the transit of materials 
and of the finished product, when tonnage is being 
gradually reduced and railway travelling made 
exceedingly difficult; (4) because man-power is being 
lost to the nation by many able-bodied men being 
employed in the manufacture of what is nol a 
necessity of life 

As an officer who served fifiy years ai sea. he 
said he would like to see war-time prohibition, 
and use the breweries and distilleries for na- 
tional and industrial purposes, and to deal fairly 
with the financial interests of all concerned, so 
that no man would suffer. It was wrong and 
scandalous to waste our food, and thus hamper 
our shipping and transit in the manufacture of 
alcoholic drink. (Applause.) The U-boat menace 
was a serious one. Our sailors were doing very 
well, but he believed that we would always have 
the menace with us. Our efficiency was de- 
creased from 20 to 25 per cent. through the 
drink, Every officer in the Army and Navy, 
the Government and the Houses of Parliament 
ought to follow the King’s example. (Applause.) 
When they thought of the chivalry of the Irish 
troops as they went over Messines Ridge—where 
that gallant officer, Major Redmond, met his 
death—they must say “ bad Elasses ' at once. 
Let them tell Mr, Lioyd George, who had got 
a hard burden, if he would have prohibition 
they would sll be with him. (Applauee.) 

Mr. W. D. Bayley, B.A., a prominent Cana.

THE NATIONAL CONVENTION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—Might I suggest that a picturesque and 
appropriate place of meeting for the proposed 
Irish Conference would be the House of Lords 
Chamber in the old Parliament House in College 
Green ? 

The main portion of the old Parliament House 
is now used, for the official work of the Bank of 
Ireland, and the internal structure of what was 
the old House of Commons has long since been 
completely altered; but, subject to a few tem- 

orary changes, which could be effected in a 
few hours, the House of Lords Chamber is as it 
was in 1800, with its fine oak panels, the old 
tapestries; and the very same chairs as were 
then used by our legislators. 

Lord Rosebery, in one of the most beautiful 
speeches that even he has ever made, alluded 
to the sentimental feeling lrishmen must have 
when their thoughts turn to the old building;

land. This House of Lords Chamber is occa- 
sionally used for a meeting of the Governors of 
the Bank, but I imagine that, if there was a 
general desire to have it for the purpose gug- 
gested, the Governors would allow it to be so

NATIONAL TEACHERS' SALARIES, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The National Teachers’ Executive 
recently put forward as their demand the fol- 
lowing scale of salaries, which has already been 
published in the Press :—Initial salary of £100 
for all teachers—principal and assistant—rising 
by annual increments of £5 to a maximum ol 
£200; principal teachers to receive in addition 
special grants based on the aitendance at their 
schools in accordance with the following scale 

Principals of schools with an average under 
30 to receive £10 per annum. 

Principals of schools with an average of 30 to 
90 to receive £20 per annum. 

Principals of schools with an average of 50 to 
70 to receive £350 yer annum, 

Principals of schools with an average over 70 
to receive £50 per annum. 

While this scheme met wilh general approval 
throughout the country, it was pointed out by 
many teachers that, in the case of the special 
granis to principals, the difference in the 
amount of the grant caused by a drop or im 
crease of one unit of average aitendance was 
much too great, and this would be a perpetual 
source of worry to teachers whose averages were 
30, 50, or 70, or just bordering on those figures. 
This objection was considered a reasonable one 
by the Executive, and, accordingly,.at a special 
meeting held on the 9th inst., this portion of 
the scheme was revised as follows :- 

Principal teachers to receive, in addition to 
salary, capitation grants at the following 
rates :— 

10s. for each pupil in average atiendance up 
to 100. 

Ss. for each pupil in average atiendance be 
tween 100 and 200. 

2s. 6d. for each pupil in average attendance 
between 200 and 00, 

ls. for each pupil in average attendance over 
500.
